Colonel Taylor's Christmas Party 


To be sure, there have been many Christmas parties on 
Lake Okeechobee, but the first of which we have any record 
was held just 120 years ago. It was a notable party, though not 
a pleasant one, and we doubt if it was enjoyed by anyone who 
| participated. It took place December 25, 1837. i 
For several years prevjously, the government of the United 
States had been fighting the Indians, driving them southward, 
| and when possible catching them and deporting them to Arkansas. 
Fighting stubbornly for their homeland, the natives retreated 
grudgingly before the superior forces of the soldiers. President 
Andrew Jackson, impatient at his lack of success, had removed 
General Winfied Scott and appointed General Thomas S. Jesup 
14s commander in Florida. 

Chief Coacoochee, who with Osceola, had been captured 
under a flag of truce and imprisioned in Ft. Marion St. Augustine, 
| had escaped and was leading his people down the interior of the 
state toward Lake Okeechobee. 

Newly arrived in Florida was Colonel Zachary Taylor, later 
1to gain fame in the war with Mexico and to become president of 
the United States. То him Jesup delegated the task of trying to 
exterminate or deport the remaining Indians. On November 
14, 1875, Taylor's troops left Ft. Brooke at Tampa and marched 
westward through a country of which it was said that a white 
man had never passed through before. They established Ft. 
Gardner near Lake Kissimmee, Ft. Kissimmee further south, 
and Ft. Bassinger fifteen miles north of Lake Okeechobee. 

Near the latter place, from a captured Indian, Taylor learned 

of a great concentration of the hostiles east of the Kissimmee 
|River and near the big lake. They were in two bands, the 
Seminoles under Coacoochee (Wildcat), Otolke-Thloca (The 
Prophet), Halleck-Tustenugee and Aligator, while the Mick- 
asukies were led by Abiaka or Sam Jones. Early that Christ- 
mas morning Colonel Taylor'had dismounted his troops and 
advanced in line of battle, expecting to surprise the Indians in 
their camp. 

The Seminoles and Mickasukies, however, who had been 
encamped on opposite sides of a hammock, had joined forces and 
entrenched themselves in another hammock on the shore of Lake 
Okeechobee, described by an officer as being one of the most 
difficult. place in Florida to approach. The soldiers, proceeding 
through a cypress swamp, reached a large prairie where a war- 
rior guarded two or three hundred horses. He pointed acoss 
а sawgrass prairie and indicated that the Indians were in ala 
hammock about a mile away. The scene of the ensuing battle 
is now marked by a monument along side Conners Highway 
just one mile east of Taylor's Creek. 

The battlefield was described by an officer who participated 
in the engagement. "On the north shore of Lake Okeechobec 
is а cypress hammock about three hundred yards in width. Or 
the north of the hammock is a wet prairie; grass five to six feet

high. The prairie is about half a mile wide from north to south, 
fhen comes open, pine wood level. The Indians were in the 
hammock at the point where the trail on which the troops were 
marching entered it. They had cut down all the small bushes 
and the grass, leaving just enough for a company to enter in 
line." It was а strong defensive position. The soldiers, not 
counting officers, numbered 1032. There were only 480 Indians. 

First to advance across the half-mile of open boggy saw- 
grass were the Missouri volunteers. Following them were the 
Fourth and Sixth regiments of Infantry. Slogging through the 
knee dgep water and muck, the first line was met with a deadly 
fire which brought nearly one-tenth of their number to the 
| ground. Colonel Gentry was killed and his son, a nineteen 
year old sergeant major, was severly wounded. Seeing their 
commander down, the volunteers broke ranks and fled to the 
rear. The regulars, notwithstanding, advanced as if on parade, 
but at terrific loss. 

The hammock swarmed with redskins, behind trees, in trees | 
and under bushes., Gaining the hammock, the regulars engaged 
in gun duels ang hand to hand struggles, amid shouts and shots) 
and powder smoke. Having now no time to reload their clumsy 
muzzle loaders, knives and clubbed rifles became the weapons. 
The encounter lasted from 12:30 noon till three o'clock. The 
Indians fought stubbornly but superior numbers and discipline 
prevailed. They retreated in disorder carrying off two of their 
dead and nine wounded, but leaving ten dead in the hammock. 
The Americans sufferd 26 killed and 112 wounded. 

The severity of the encounter may be judged from the fact | 
that in one regiment every officer ef four companies, including 
orderly sergeants, were either killed ‘or wounded, while the} 
regiment's commander and his staff fell where they fought in! 
the hottest of the action. Among the officers killed were Col. 
‘Thompson and Lt. Center, whose names were subsequently given 
to forts on the Caloosahatchee and on Fisheating Creek, and also 
Lt. VanSwearingen, for whom a fort east of the battlefield was 
named. 

As a result of this dearly bought victory Colonel Taylor 
received the nickname of “Old Rough and Ready” and had the 
neighboring creek named in his honor. A more tangible reward 
was his promotion to Brevet Brigadier General, following which 
he was soon a fter given the job of his former boss, General Jesup. 

In spite of these honors old Zach was not happy. In speak 
ing of the battle, he said, "I experienced the most trying scenes 
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of my life. Besides the killed, among whom were some of my 
personal friends, there lay 112 wounded officers and soldiers 
who had accompanied me 145 miles, most of the way through 
unexplored wilderness, and who had to be conveyed through 
swamps and hammocks without any apparent means bf doing so.” 

‘The significance of this battle was that the Seminoles, under 
some of their ablest leaders and in their own strongest position, 
had met the soldiers and had yet been forced to withdraw. Al- 
though the war continued for five more years, this was the last 
big pitched battle, the Indians contenting themselves, hereafter, 
with guerilla tactics mose suitable to their inferior numbers, as 
iney retreated ever southward. 

And that is the story of Lake Okeechobee's first Christmas

| Rice growers approved mark- 
eting quotas for the 1958 rice 


per cent jn a referendum Dec. 
10, according to preliminary re- 
ports received by the USDA. 
This is the same percentage as 
last year. - 

The preliminary tabulation 
of 6,648 votes as reported from 
12 rice-producing states indic- 
ates 6,048 or 91 per cent ap- 
proved quotas. The no vote was 
600, or nine per cent. Approval 


growers voting in a referendum 
is required before quotas can be 
put into effect. 

Because rice marketing quotas 
will be in effect for 1958-crop 
rice, compliance with farm rice 
acreage allotments is a condi- 
tion of eligibility for price sup- 
port on rice produced next year. 
Growers who exceed their 1958 
allotments will be subject to a 
marketing quota penalty -on 
their excess rice. 

One hundred per cent of the 
tabulated votes, 16, was record- 
ed for Florida favoring quotas.
